“No letters at all are destroyed,” 
concluded Lord Robert, “and no letter 
is detained without reference to nr 
competent officer, who only permits 
detention in strict accordance with tho 
principles and rules of tnternational 
law. It is noticeable in this, as in 
other instances, that no evidence has 
ever been brought to our attention to 
support the vogue charges made, Un- 
tll such evidence is produced, we must 
attribute these charges to the malevo- 
lence of our enemies, and not to any 
sense of injury on the part of genuine 
neutral interests.”

Are ordered Ry Germany to 
Evacuate Greek Territory 
Says Rome Report

NEW YORK, Aug. 25—Germany 
has ordered the Bulgarians to discon- 
tinue their advance into Greece and 
to evacuate occupied Greek territory, 
fearing Greece will be drawn into the 
war, according to an unconfirmed 
wireless despatch from Rome today, 

Several Greek generals have refus- 
ed to obey orders to evacuate eastern 
Macedonia before the Bulgarian ad- 
vange.

TURKS GIVEN 
CRUSHING BLOW 
IN CAUCASUS

Attempt to Encircle Russian 
Army Meets With 
‘ailure 

GRAND DUKE TO ° 
CONTINUE MARCH 
Defeat of Turk Forces Re- 
garded As Of Much 
Importance 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PETROGRAD, Aus. 25, via London 
Tune Turkish attempt to oncirole the 
left flank of the Russian Caucasian 
army appears to have recéived 
crushing blow from the troops o 
Grand Duke Nicholas in the region of 
Lake Van. The Turks scheme of en- 
olrellng the left flank and ‘regatning 
Erzerum, thus nullifying all the sue- 
cesses of the Grand Duke in Turkish 
Armenia appeared to be well on its 
way to a successful outcome, but the 
Russian re-octcupation of Mush and 
establishment of their pusitions west 
of Lake Van apparently has pat a 
definite quietus to the ambition of the 
Turks. The initiative now appeara to 
be again with the Russians at all Im- 
portant points in Asta, and now that 
the Turkish offensive on the left flank 
has been stopped, Grand Duke Nisho- 
las can continue his march toward 
Asia Minor. 

The task of turning the left flank 
of the Russians in Southern Armenia 
and Western Persia was entrusted to 
the Mush group of the Turkish forces 
which, reinforced by troops from every 
part of European and Asiatic Turkey 
until they far outnumbered the Rua- 
sian army opposing them, began the 
castern drive in the direction of 
Erzerum. Although constantly halted 
by the Russian fire, and forced to end 
in a continuous*stream of reserves to 
tepair the ravages to their lines 
caused by Russian counter attacks, the 
Turks appeared early in Auguat, after 
the occupation of Mush and Bitlis and 
the successful expedition into Persian 
territory as far as Hamadan, to be in 
n fair way toward accomplishing the 
task which they had undertaken. 

The turning point came soon after 
the Turkish ocupation of Mush, When 
the Russian line in that neighborhood 
stiffened suddenly, Tne wattle begun 
then continued a gs, TA Until 
yesterday, when the Turkish froces, 
despite thelr reported superiofity in 
numbers, fell back under the Ruasian 
Axsault conducted from the regions of 


Melasguerd and Gniskala, and left 
Mush again in Russian hands. 
The defeat of this group of the 


ebb forces is considered by mili- 
ary critics here to be of great im- 
portance, because upon the Turkish 
ability to hold Mush and use it as a 
base of operations against the Rus- 
sian left wing the success of their en- 
tire campaign in this region was pre- 
dicted, 

The expedition which the Turks sent 
out from Rivandouza toward Persia, 
in an apparent attempt to distract the 
fittention of the Russians from the 
main theatre of operation, NWkewlse 
came lo Gef near Rachta, where two 
regiments were captured by the Rus- 
slans, according to war Office state- 
ments,

I hope I will get a prize, 
Well, I think I will close for this time, 
hoping 1 will hear from vou soon with 
a prize and a button, 1 will call my- 
self “Helen.” 

Mina Slawter, 
Grande Prairié City, Alta. 

The essay enclosed by Mina is as 
follows: 

The Grande Prairie Fire. 

We live a Little over a mile from 
Grande Prairie City, From where our 
house is situated on the bank of Bear 
Creek we can sec the town very plain, 
On Thursday morning, the 10th of 
August, about half-past six o'clock, we 
saw that there was a fire in town. My 
father and oldest brother went down 
to see what the fire was. It started 
in the Guthrie hotel, The same morn- 
ing we had had a big frost, and it was 
quite cold. The owner of the hotel got 
up and built a big breakfast fire with 
red cedar wood; then he went into the 
wash room to wash. When he came 
back one side of the wall was all on 
fire. The first thing he did was to 
grab. vw pail of water and throw it on 
the fire, but that scattered ine fire and 
mace it worse, He saw that he could 
do no good trying to put out the fire, 
and the next thing was to get his 
wife and children and the roomers out 
«of the building before any lives were 
lost. A little wind came up, and th: 
building was soon gone. There was 
a small dressmaker's shop adjoining 
the hotel, which caught on fire next 
and then a large pool hall, and a hew 
drug store which had been completed 
only a few days, and a small drug 
store. They were all burnt, and then 
the fire went across the street and 
burnt a jewelry shop and a shoemak- 
er Shop, which were standing out in 
the open. It was only two hours from 
the time the fire started until those 
seven buildings were burnt to the 
ground, They were all on Main street, 
Minn Slawter.

That an era of prosperity is opening 
for the Canadian farmer and that pe 
has never been in a more secure posi-

products, 

Practically Equal Terms. 

Canada now has the opportunity of 
initiating and developing a trade on 
practically equal terms as against the 
competition of other nations. Coun- 
tries which have been engaged in the 
Husiness for years NOW possess no par- 
ticular advantage over their younger 
tival, Canada, Commercial connec: 
tions and other trade assets which 
they formerly possessed have been 
largely broken down and nullified 
within the past eighteen month. ew- 
ing to the war.

con can be successfully produced. <A 
demand has been, created since 
the war for frozen meat in France, an! 
it is expected that for some years after 
the war she will open her doors to all 
supplies from the allied countries, 

During the past few yoars Canada 
has been producing mare eggs, the in- 
crease since 1918 beingabout 17,000. 
600 dozen, exporting last year about 
8,000,000 dozen, most of which went to 
the United Kingdom. As many chick- 
ens as possible should be hatched. 
Eges at winter prices are a paying 
proposition, and poultry alive or dréss- 
ed at present or prospective market 
conditions, can be reared and finishet 
ata good profit. 

Market Available. 

In the words of a very well-known 
London, Eng., produce man, “Canada 
can now sell to Great Britain and 
France anything she can produce.“ 
The report emphasizes strongly the 
fact that present success depends not 
only upon the volume of supply but 
upon the integrity and scintific intelli- 
gence which may characterize our 
business relations in all their related 
phases during the war. 

From a general survey of the whole 
situation, it would appear that Canada 
will be in a better position during the 
coming months to obtain sale for her 
products than she has been able to 
secure for herself at any prevolus 
time. 


locality has its special-appeals. © But 
to the person of vision, en , and 
capacity the west makes a ap- 
peal, rock-based on the inherent value 
of the land. Wherever a hundred and 
sixty acres of good black loam can be 
obtained for nothing, prospects for 
profit are good. 

But is the land good? And what 
will it produce? Is the climate suit- 
able for agriculture? How do you 
personally like the region for a home? 
These are the line of questions with 
which we are frequently plied. Let 
us reply simply. 

Land which, when properly prepar- 
ed and supplied by fallowing with an 
accumulation of moiagure, will pro- 
duce forty-five and fifty bushels an 
acre of high-quality spring and_winter 
wheat, as many fields in rande 
Prairie did last year, cannot be very 
poor. There has never been a crop 
failure here yet and while the pre- 
cipitation cannot be depended upon 
to produce heavy crops every year 
without occasional fallowing to clean 
the soil and store up moisture, the 
means are at hand to secure large, 
fairly regular and profitable crops. 
Thes facts answer the first three 
questions, I shall only add that I am 
confident we shall eventually be able 
to grow hardy bush fruits, if not also 
tree fruits, in quantities ‘sufficient for 
our own use. 

A Pleasing Prospect 

Winter or summer, before my eyes 
as I go out to work, spreads a land- 
scape of extraordinary — loveliness. 
Across a goodly valley to the east the 
sun rises from behind a wooded hill 
several hundred feet high. Sauth- 
ward the valley merges into another, 
the Beaverlodge. Indistinguishable 
beyond is the Red Willow and the 
Wanpitl, whore pass can be discerned 
far to the south in the splendid range 
of Rocky Mountain peaks, which are 


plainly visible on uny clear day, 
silhouetting a fifth of the horizon. 
Majestic spectacle of nature, what 


painting or statue could compare? In 
summer the prairie is a sea of yer- 
dure broken by islands of trees, and 
painted erstwhile by the most mar- 
vellously abundant massed beds of 
wild roses, blue bells und half a 
dozen other species. Scorn not the 
landseape, because it is different from 
the hardwood regions of Bastern Can- 
ada, See in it a beauty of its own. 
Nor is the landscape all, 

Allow for the exceptionally. cold 
winter just passed and the unusually 
dry spring and early summer, and 1 
have still to say that in three yeurs’ 
experience I have found the climate 
salubrious and healthful to a degree 
that will compare favorably with any 
part of the eastern provinces,

AMERICAN FOREIGN 
TRADE GROWING BY 
LEAPS AND BOUNDS 


Washington, Aug. 25.—American 
foreign trade during July amounted to 
$40,000,000 more than in the same 
month last year and set a new July 
record, It was $72,000,000 less, how- 
ever, than the total for June, which 
was the record month in the country’s 
history. 

July imports were $183,000,000, a 
decrease of $53,000,000 compared to 
June. Exports were $446,000,000 or 
$19,000,000 less than in June, The 
year completed with July set a new 
yearly record in foreign trade, with 
exports and imports totalling $6,748,- 
000,000, compared to §$4,540,000,000 
for the twelve months preceding.

ter? Is the land prairie or rolling and 
timbered? 

Oats, wheat and barley are our 
leading grain crops in about the order 
of mention. Wheat averages perhaps 
twenty-five to thirty bushels, running 
as high as fifty; oats average perhaps 
sixty, but sombtimes doubling that; 
barley twenty to fifty. Barley is prac- 
tically a sure crop every year, Oats 
usually ripen and always make excel- 
lent feed. Wheat last year all ripen- 
ed hard and yielded heavily. Thresh- 
ing begins in September and the grain 
is stored on the farms. Last March 
Edmonton steel reached Grande 
Prairie (towa) thirty miles east of 
Beavericige. Roads to that point 
are usually pretty good save in June 
and July. 8 

Ranching is not practised on a 
large scale, though mixed farming is 
carried on generally and is the proper 
line of husbandry to be advocated for 
our section, Horses have been ranch- 
ed here for many years with no shel- 
ter summer or winter and their scale 
and quality are rather surprising. The 
cows are of mixed breeding, some 
brought direct from outside points, 
others graded from native mongrel 
stock kept years ago by the half- 
breeds,

A Contrast 

Taking this case as typical, it boils 
itself down to this, that the farmer on 
3100.00 per acre land must raise 25 
hogs in order to have enough profit 
to buy another acre of land, whereas 
the farmer in Western Canada can 
buy another acre on the profits from 
three hogs. 

These facts are submitted for the 
consideration of hog raisers, and they 
can lead to only this conclusion, that 
the farmer who makes hog raising the

The Morning Post's correspon- 
dent on the Russian front reports 
that the Germans are employing a 
new suggestion of the devil in that 
theatre.

The free 
milling gold is chiefly found on 
Amisk or Beaver Lake the sulphide 
en Flin ion lake and the copper on 
Schist luke, The Jukes in question are 
in townships 65, 66 and 67, on both 
sides of the second principal meridian, 
in Saskatchewan but close to the houn- 
tlary of Manitoba, They are almost di- 
rectly north of Cumberland House, or 
Hudson Bay post on Cumberland lake.

An extract from an order-in-council, 
further amending the Defence of the 
Realm (Congolidation. Regulations) 
1914 made by, his majesty in council 
under the Defense of the Realm Con-

place outside the United Kingdom 
either such a passport or some other 
document satisfactorily establishing 


his nationality and identity to every 
such passport and document = 28 
aforesaid there must be attached a

I merely 
nodded and proceeded to extricate 
myself from my clerical collar; it

‘*Stranger to our city sir?’’

„Some fine churches in Cal- 
gary,“ he continued. I expect 
you've seen our new cathedral?’’ 

„Ves, I answered. 

“Fine edifice,’’ He smacked his 
lips unctuously. ‘‘Real ecclesiasti- 
eal,’’ something different from our 
first church. That, sir, was a 
church with a history.“ 

„Ah, you were here then?“ 

„Ves, sir, landed here two years 
before. Calgary was a rum town 
in them days. Shacks and saloons 
was the principal buildings, The 
railway was a long way the other 
side of Winnipeg, and the most of 
us had come in from the south and 
west. I came in from the States 
myself, by way of Fort McLeod. 
Once in here, it was hard to get 
out, so the most of us stayed.“ 

„And who was the clergyman

ALBERTA’S BIG 
GRAIN CROP 


Shipments From September, 1916, 
fa August 88, 608,000 —1814, 
16,819, 


The enormous incrense in the grata 
yield last year over the previous one is 
shown by the shipments made over 
the Alberta division of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, From September, 
1914, to last September the shipments 
from Alberta totalled 16,819,000, as 
against 88,892,000 bushels shipped 
from last Septembor till the first of 
August this year. This shows nearly 
five times the amount of grain ship- 
ped over the company’s lines from the 
province this year, It is estimates 
that there are about 200 cara being 
shipped per day at . 

Striking Figures 

The following figures from the de- 
partment of trade and commerce, Ot- 
tawa, show the amount of grain 
grown in the prairie provinces ac- 
tually inspected at Winipeg or other 
points in the western inspection divi- 
sion for the eleven months ended July 
31 and for the same date last year:

It was almost two good 
crops in one and a very good price in 
the bargain. 


CANADA'S BUSINESS 
MAKES GREAT JUMP 
For Twelve Months Ending May Had 


Reached a Total of 
81,563, 230,5 18. 


Canada’s aggregate trade for the 
twelve months ending May last reach- 
ed the great total of $1,663,230,613. 
This is an increase of nearly half a 
billion over the pre-war year of 1913. 
The increase is mainly to be found in 
fhe volume of goods exported, produce 
alone exported totalling $820,000,000 
as against $432,000,000 last year. The 
increase in manufactured goods was 
of course the greatest, Jumping from 
$45,000,000 in 1913 to $261,000,000 
last yeur. Agricultural produce also 
shows a remarkuble increase,.jumping 
from $149,000,000 to $299,000,000. 
Animal products also jumped from 
$45,000,000 to $107,000,000. The 
heaviest export has of course bwen to 
the United Kingdom, and the imports 
from the United States and France 
show a considerable falling off, while 
those from Germany dropped to prac- 
tically nothing from $14,000,00, which 
they were before the war.

IN FORMATION 


Estimate of the Probable Extent 
of the Field—Mostly Sub- 
Bituminous 


In what is known as the Bdinonton 
coal formation there is, according to 
calculations made for “Corl Resources 
of the World,” quoted by the Geo- 
graphical Survey, Canada, an estimat- 
ed area of 62,405 square miles, and a 
total tonnage of 800,958,000,000 which 
is mostly sub-bituminous, grading to 
true coal in the west and to lignite in 
the east. In th®country south of Bow 
river an area of 3,600 square miles is 
credited with 6 feet of coal, North- 
ward to Red Deer the average is rais- 
ed to 10 feet for an area of 2,400 
square miles. For the upper seams, 
those covered by the Tertiary sand- 
stones north of Red Deer, the estimate 
inereases from 10 feet to a maximum 
of 25 feet, the thickness of the Big 
Seam at the Saskatchewan, and for 
this coal an area of 9,645 square miles 
ts allowed. For the seams exposed at 
Edmonton and through the country 
south and east the thickness is 8 feet 
from Bow river north to Beaver lake, 
and for the Edmonton district 15 feet. 
To this is to be added areas not in- 
cluded in the above, such as the foot- 
hills and parts north of the Athabasca, 
as well as seams at depths not at 
present considered economically mine- 
able which would add a probable re- 
serve of 27,170 square miles and a tons 
nage of 417,261,000,000, 

Twenty-Five Feet Scam 

In his general description of the 
coal horizons of the Edmonton forma- 
tion J. B. Tyrell in his report on 
northern Alberta states: 

“On the North Saskatchewan the 
seam Was seen to extend in a straight 
line for three mies, retaining its 
thickness of 25 feet; and for several 
miles farther large outcrops were 
seeh that could not easily be measur- 
ed, It was also, in one place, seen to 
extend a mile back from the river. If 
we take them, a length of three miles 
of this seam, a width of one mile on 
each side of the valley, and a thick- 
ness of 20 feet in order to allow for 
„ny local construction, this ‘small 
area would be found to contain over 
150,000,000 tons. The line of outcrop 
of this seam has been traced, more or 
less, continuously for 180 miles, and 
the lignite coals at the outcrops were 
of good quality.” 

Su me Coal Horizon, 

“Throughout the Edmonton series,” 
he continues, “there are various other 
coal seams (after mentioning as weil 
those on the Red Deer river and Knee 
Hills creek) of greater or lesser ex- 
tent, many of which will be opened as 
the country becomes more fully de- 
veloped; but the one that appears to 
be most persistent is found at a height 
of about 160 above the bottom of the 
series. At the mouth of Rosebud 
creek this seam was found tb have ua 
thickness of 6 feet 10 inches, while 
on Battle river and Meeting creek, it 
bas un thickness of 4 feet, representing 
5 million tons per square mile, This is 


5 
essentially the same coal horizon that 
is again seen at Kdmonton, on the 
North Saskatchewan, though it is 
hardly likely that the same is contin- 
uous throughout.” 

After referring to the one being de- 


veloped at Edmonton the survey 
1 s that exploration of the northern 
construction of the feld had been 


limited; the outlining of the area be- 
ing about all that has been attempted, 
and adds that it is impossible to make 
any just estimate of the total amount 
of coal in this formation, as the area 
over which it is spread is so extensive, 
and the thickness of the coal seams so 
uncertain, that un over-estimate 
would probably result,
